Indianapolis, 
Feb. 
15.—Union

Hunt, private secretary to Gov. Hanly, 
has issued the following self explana­ 
tory bulletin: 
“Governor Hanly is 
always glad to meet and greet people 
but owing to a two weeks’ illness, 
because of which he has been absent 
from his office, and the accumulation 
of business incident to such absence, 
and tor the further reason that the 
heavy work of the general assembly 
is yet to come, and because he feels 
the 
necesity 
of 
husbanding

strength for this work, the governor, 
much as be regrets to do so, will be 
compelled to deny himself to all cal­ 
lers during the remainder of the ses­ 
sion except state officials and mem­ 
bers of the house and senate. 
The 
governor feels that this course is 
necessary to enable him to transact 
the business of the state. 
After the 
adjournment of the legislature he will 
again be glad to see his friends and 
will as far as possible receive all 
callers. 
The govermw will not con­ 
sider applications for parole or pardon 
nor will official appointments be given 
consideration until after the legisla­ 
ture adjourns.” 


Fred Sims of Frankfort, secretary 
of the Republican state committee 
is being quietly urged by some of his 
intimate friends to become a candi­ 
date for the nomination of secretary 
of state next year. 
The office looks 
good to him but he is in no sense a 
candidate now.

Koehne of this city. a Republican 
Introduced the bill at the request of 
the State Federation of Labor, but 
owing to illness he was not present 
when it was handed down for third 
reading. 
Senator Kimbrough of Mun­ 
cie a Republican manufacturer soun­ 
ded 1 the death-knell of the measure 
when he arose and made a vigorous 
attack upon it as class legislation and 
declaring there is no demand for it 
among the laboring men.

Edgar Perkins, 
ex-president of the State Federation 
of Labor who was in the senate when 
the vote was taken said it was the one 
bill the laboring men desired enacted 
above all others. 
He declared that 
it does not look as Ii4 the legislature 
is very friendly to the laboring men. 
Perkins and other labor leaders said 
the legislature has killed practically 
all the bills in which they were inter­ 
ested. 
He stated that the corpora­ 
tions and not the laboring men. as 
generally reported, were responsible 
for the defeat of the Wood garnishee 
bills.
